Id the United Btatas and Canada In- 
toxication among wonaen Is compara- 
tively rare. Id Aoatralia, Tasmania 

and New Zealaod the condition of wo- 
men an regards this vice Is far lietter 
than It In with ua In England. It Is 
true that of 'he total Dumlier uf persons 
arreated for drunkenneas in this coun- 
try women constitute rather less than 
a third, but In that third few save 
tbow l>eluuglng to the "submerged" 
sectloni are Included. Of the working 
daaa and tbe middle and upper class 
female drunkards very few ever see 
the Interior of a police coorl Secret 
drinking la their econrflii Bat Ikif* la 
a great deal of that. 

In thiM country It la cuatomary to at 
tribute fenuile intemperance alnioat ex- 
rluHlvely to grocers' llceuaes. Yet in 
tjothenliurg krrocem' lU-eaaes form a 
far larger proportion of all lUenaes 
than they do In England.
